YEAR.  INFORMATION  ON  CANE  PRICES  FOR  THE  1 969”70  CROP  CANNOT  BE  MADE 
PART  OF  THIS  REPORT  BECAUSE  PRICE  DATA  ARE  NOT  READILY  AVAILABLE  UNTIL 
FROM  TWELVE  TO  EIGHTEEN  MONTHS  AFTER  THE  TERMINATION  OF  GRINDING  OPE- 
RAT  I ONS. 

THE  CARIBBEAN  AREA  AGRICULTURAL  STABILIZATION  AND  CONSERVATION  COMMITTEE 
MET  DURING  THE  YEAR  TO  CONSIDER  THE  FOLLOWING  MATTERS:  (a)  RECOMMEND 

EMERGENCY-TYPE  CONSERVATION  PRACTICES  FOR  PUERTO  RICO  AND  THE  VIRGIN 
ISLANDS,  AND  (b)  DEFERMENT  CASES  SUBMITTED  BY  THE  SELECTIVE  SERVICE. 

A BRIEF  DESCRIPTION  OF  OEFENSE  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  AREA  OFFICE,  UNDER

TONS.  AFTER  MAKING  ADJUSTMENTS  FOR  EX-TOLERANCE  EXTRANEOUS  MATTER, 
THIS  QUANTITY  WAS  REDUCED  TO  A NET  WEIGHT  OF  5*886,915  TONS.  SUGAR 
RECOVERY  AMOUNTED  TO  454,998  TONS,  96^  BASIS,  EQUIVALENT  TO  460,055 
TONS,  RAW  VALUE  BASIS.  THE  AVERAGE  SUGAR  YIELD  FOR  THE  CROP  WAS 
7c 724  LBS.  PER  HUNDREDWEIGHT  OF  CANE  GROUND,  AGAINST  8.104  LBS.  FOR 
THE  PRECEDING  CROP. 

LIMITING  THE  COMPARISON  TO  A ONE-YEAR  LAPSE  (1970  VS.  1969)*  A RE- 
DUCTION WAS  NOTED  IN  THE  VOLUME  OF  CANE  GROUND  OF  6,079  TONS, 
EQUIVALENT  TO  0.1  PER  CENT;  SUGAR  PRODUCTION  WENT  DOWN  22 , 860  TONS 
OR  4.8  PER  CENT;  THERE  WAS  A DROP  IN  THE  RECOVERY  OF  SUGAR  OF  0.38 
LBS.  PER  HUNDREDWEIGHT  OF  CANE  GROUND,  AMOUNTING  TO  4.7  PER  CENT.

THE  CARIBBEAN  AREA  ASCS  OFFICE  ADMINISTERS  A PROGRAM  THAT  HAS  AS  ITS  MAIN 
OBJECTIVE  THE  CONSERVATION  OF  THE  SOIL,  WATER  AND  WOODLAND  RESOURCES  OF 
PUERTO  RICO,  INCLUDING  RELATED  WILDLIFE  RESOURCES.  TO  ATTAIN  THIS  OBJEC- 
TIVE, PUBLIC  FUNDS  ARE  PROVIDED  FOR  SHARING  WITH  FARMERS  THE  COSTS  THEY 
INCUR  IN  CARRYING  OUT  APPROVED  SOIL,  WATER,  AND  WOODLAND  CONSERVATION 
PRACTICES  ON  THEIR  FARMS. 

FUNDS  FOR  THIS  COST-SHARING  PROGRAM  ARE  MADE  AVAILABLE  FROM  APPROPRIATIONS 
BY  THE  FEDERAL  GOVERNMENT  AS  WELL  AS  A P P R 0 P R I A T I 0 N S BY  THE  COMMONWEALTH 
GOVERNMENT  OF  PUERTO  RICO.  THE  FEDERAL  FUNDS  ARE  THOSE  AUTHORIZED  BY 
CONGRESS  FOR  USE  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  THE  YEARLY  AGRICULTURAL  CONSERVATION 
PROGRAM  (HEREAFTER  REFERRED  TO  AS  ACp)  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF 
AGRICULTUREc  THE  COMMONWEALTH  GOVERNMENT  FUNDS  ARE  AUTHORIZED  BY  THE  LE- 
GISLATURE OF  PUERTO  RICO  THROUGH  TWO  PROGRAMS,  1 0 E . , (l)  THE  PASTURE

MATERIAL  OR  SERVICE  BILLS  THE  GOVERNMENT  AND  RECEIVES  PAYMENT  FOR  THE 
GOVERNMENT'S  SHARE  OF  THE  COST.  THE  FARMER  PAYS  THE  VENDOR  THE  DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN  THE  AMOUNT  THE  GOVERNMENT  PAYS  AND  THE  TOTAL  COST  OF  THE  MATERIAL 
OR  SERVICE  USED.
